a. m, today, the Norwegian 
freighter Besseggen sank within 
15 minutes, Of the 31 persons 


aboard the freighter seven were 
unaccounted for; presumably 
drowned. Twenty-four were res- 
cued by ferry boats, po.ce boats 
and other harbor craft. The sur- 
vivors included several women and 
children. 

The freighter went down * hile 
those aboard clambered to the 
superstructure. All the lifeboats 
had been thrown from their davits 
by the crash and there was no 
time to use the lfebelta. 

No warning was given the sicep- 
ing persons abvard the 2959-ton 
freighter, 305 feet long, as the 
liner, 735 feet long and of 34,5669 
tons, rammed the Besseggen amid- 
ships. Water quickly drove the 
entire engine room crew and oth- 
ers from the lower sections of the 
ship.

Donations of furniture to fill the 
emergency needs of tornado suffer- 
ers were requested today by the 
Red Cross. Collection of the furni- 
ture will start Monday, 

Clothes, food and money have 
poured in to the Red Cross tor- 
nado relief organization during the 
last two weeks, but the collection 
of furniture to replace some of 
that ruined by the tornado was 
postponed for lack of facilities. 
G-neroug contributions of furni- 
ture, it was pointed out, will en- 
able the Red Cross to spread the 
$800,000 or more available for re- 
habilitation work over a wider list 
of needs, 

Meanwhile, the tornado relief 
fund today reached approximately 
$880,000. This is $380,000 above 
the emergency foal of $500,000 
fixed by the Finance Committee 
the day after the tornado, but it 
by no means represents a surplus 
over the needs, Red Cross officials 
said. They explained that the firs’ 
g0al was based on estimated regis- 
tration of 3000 families affected by 
the tornado. The registration since 
has risen to 6300 families, at least | 
60 per cent of which are expected 
to require some aid from the Red 
Cross. 

The relief fund total announced 
today included the $25,000 con- 
tribution from the American Red 
Cross, It was announced goon aft- 
er the fund Started, but was not 
included in the fund tota] until] the 
check was received at the Mercan-.- 
tile Trust Co. yesterday afternoon. 
Another contribution included in 
the total but not mentioned was a 
$2500 donation from the B’Naj 
Amoona Congregation.

Alderman Waldman Would | 
License Sureties and 
Compel Them to Make 
$25,000 Guarantee. 


Professional bondsmen must de- 
posit a $25,000 bond with the city 
guaranteeing payment of (for- 


feitures and must pay the city an 
annual license fee ef $300 plus 5 
per cent of all fees paid them for 
signing bonds, if a bill, introduced 
yesterday in the Board of Alder- 
men, is adopted. 

The measure, drafted by Alder- 
man Waldman of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, is designed to curb 
tricky ‘bondsmen and _ prevent 
fraudulent transfers of property. 
such ag haye been disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch recently. 

Under the proposed ordinance, 
any person, firm or corporation 
signing bonds for the appearance 
of five or more defendants in court, 
the bonds totaling $1000 or more 
in @ year, must obtain an annual 
license, In applying for the license, 
the bondsman must give a full list 
of his property, encumbered or un- 
encumbered, must state his name, 
address, birth place, citizenship, 
occupation, and whether he is mar- 
ried or single; and if married, must 
state whether the property is held 
alone or jointly by husband and 
wife. 

If the bondsman has any for- 
feitures pending against him, he 
must state their amount, and if the 
total of the forfeitures exceeds the 
value of his property. he cannot 
obtain a license. If, after obtain- 
ing a license, the bondsman trans- 
fers property to someone else and 
does not acquire additional proper- 
ty for himself to offset the trans- 
fer, then his license will be re- 
voked. 

On Monday of each week the 
bondsman is required, under the 
bill, to report the number and 
amount of the bonds and fees, The 
Comptroller is to keep a record of 
the bonds and qualifications and is 
to notify court clerks in the event 
a bondsman becomes security on 
bonds in excess of the value of his 
properties. 

A fine of from $100 to $500 Is 
the penalty for violating a pro- 
vision of the bill.

From 35 to 50 storm sufferers 
daily seek out the Legal Bureau in 
the Red Cross relief headquarters 
at 1411 North Grand boulevard for 
advice. Many of the troubles dis- 
solve under the analysis of Mrp 
Bradley. She has the calm, sym- 
pathetic manner born of years $f 
listening to and helping to Tr 
misfortunes, 

“These people are still nervous 
and distraught from their tornado 
experiences,” Mrs. Bradley says. 
“Most of their immediate credit 
problems can be solved by talking 
it over with the credftor and ask- 
ing him to be Ienient. In the 
stress of disaster, people let them- 
selves go emotionally, but after 
they’ve given outlet to their pent- 
up feelings, they listen to reason 
from a third person. 

“We hope to meet most of the 
problems this way without going 
to court. A lawsuit will be our 
last resortg Mortgage problems 
particularly are pressing. In the 
Negro section some houses had as 
many as three mortgages on them.

Three-County Posse of 150 
Closes in on Men Who 


Fled With $1600 From 
Grand Tower National.

ULLIN, I, Oet. 15.—Three rob- 


bers, who held up the First Na- 
tional Bank of Grand Tower yes- 
terday afternoon and escaped with 
$1600, were captured after a fight 
with a Sheriff's posse in the woods 
two miles north of here at 1:30 
p. m. today. The money was re- 
covered. 

One of the robbers, who said he 
was Frank Smith of East S&t. 
Louls, was wounded in the right 
leg. His companions said they 
were “Red Smitty” and James 
Doulin of Christopher. They were 
t.ken to jail at Murphysboro,

T WOULD be well for us to ponder a bit 
on this country-wide defiance of the Fed- 


eral law which prohibits the transporta- 
tion of prize-fight films.

Why this wholesale contempt for the law?

NEW TRAFFIC CONTROL 
BILL INTRODUCED 


Municipal Commission Measure 
Intended to Overcome Su- 
preme Court Objections. 


The old municipal Traffic Coun- 
cil, which was ruled out of exist- 


ence by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, will be recreated as the 
Traffic Commission, regulating ve- 
hicle movement, if a bill intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday igs passed. It was sub- 
mitted by Alderman Fett at the 
request of Director of Streets and 
Sewers Brooks. 

It was held by the Supreme Court 
that the former council derived its 
power from an illegal delegation ot 
legislative authority, so it ceased 
to function. In the belief that this 
objection can be overcome in the 
new arrangement, the pending bil! 
makes the following -provision: 
Regulations of the commission 
shall not stand unless 100 vehicles 
per hour pass the street or place 
where a given regulation: applies; 
regulations prohibiting <r limiting 
parking, establishing one-way 
streets and making other rules 


Shall.not be legal unless a survey 


shall prove that traffic movement 
will be impéded without them. 

Members of the commission 
would be the president of the Po- 
lice Board, the Director of Streets 
and Sewers and a member of. the 
Board of Aldermen selected by 
these two. The personnel would 
be the same as the old council's, 
except that in the latter the Alder- 
men was specifically the chairman 
of the board’s Legislative Com- 
mittee, 

“No parking’ signs could be 
erected by the commission, at the 
expense of property owners, if in- 
quiry shows they are nevessary to 
prevent material impairment of 
the right of ingress and egress 
from property. Among other 
phases of the commission's field 
would be installation of automatic 


signals, prohibition of right and 
left turns, establishment of zones
